Hie report is 
in the form of a survey made by Klaus for Mr. JosepJi Panuch, a fonner Deputy to 
the A'lsistant Secretary for A*iinistratJon. "Hie material used by I'cCarthy from 
this report an- particularly that dealing with the chart that the FBI allegedly 
prepered cppears on fege 29 (copy of report attached) and reads, "FBI has prepared

agents', 'Conmunists ' , 'sympathizers' and 'suspects' in the State Department as 1 
)f I'ay 15, 1947. Ihe tabulation shows, agents - 20, Communists - 13, sympathizers - 1 
m! sv'rccts - 77."

. - subpoena of the Senate Subcoaulttee. Kr. Palmer advlred that Pcj-ton rord had been ' 
in oor.ferenoe all afternoon with Senator Tydingsi that Senator IVJinss insists ^ ' 
^ that he v.-ants a letter signed by the Attorney General listing the dates of reports 

on loyalty eases sent to the Civil Service Coiiial9slon,'as well as inforaation on 
. tiie individuals who were the subjects of preliminary inquiry loyalty Investigations,

other individuals who have beai idaitified by Senator KoCarthy, and the information 
requested by the Department has been set forth in the attached meioorandua dated > i 
May l5, 1950, to l£r. Peyton Ford. \ _ i 

Tou will observe that the material being furnished to the Department Is ■ ; 
divided into Parts I, 11, and III. Part I pertains to the individuals identified 
on the "subpoena" list. In Part II, there is furnished for the Departiaent's infor-| 
mation loiterial relating to additional individuals not identified on the "subpoena"j 
list, but who vfere identified previously by Seth W. Richardson in fi letter to the f 
Bureau dated April 5, 1950. Part III consists of photostatic copies of transmittal' 
letters requested by the Department. - r | 

In connection with the review of our files, in addition to reports and;' 'j 
iiit>m-;randa specifically relating to the individuals identified on the subpoena list,' 
it was found that collateral refcrtncea to these individuals were located In other ■ 
reports and comnun^ cations trannmilted to the Department 'of State in some Instances. 
As a general rule, these incidental references have not been Included In the j 
memorandum to the Department. In this same connection, .will recall that in i 
the past confidential memoranda have been supplied to the Departinenii of State in ' v| 
connection with the Gregory case, as well as investigatlpn conoeming underground , 
Comiamlst activities of government en^iloyees. In these menoranda In' many instances, 
numerous individuals were Involved and Information froa lilghly confidential sources 
was included. In such menoranda, where one of the person? named MoCarthy is - 
mentioned collaterally, we have not listed the Gregory summary or the summary on - 
the underground Commnlst activities of government employees, since It Is felt \ 
that to do so would undoubtedly cause the Subcommittee to request copies of the 
confidential memoranda which at the time were not speclfloally given to the State j 
Department regarding the Individuals concerned with this request,^, . - _ . . i

At the conclusion of the guestioning Coonsol M3BI5AN, 

Senator HICKEHLOOFclR took up the questioning of MrjaRCiBSR* He first 
inquired as to whether BRairoER had ever been a nemb^r of the International 1 
WoiVers Order. The witness stated he had not but adaitted having attended J 
meetings and to have been veiy familiar with the organization. Senator 1 
HICXE^'LOOPER then brought up again «ie matter of Mr. BKniDEH's contact with j! 
pni.n.'ir.R TO-r.TRS at the time the latter was Undersecretary of State, regarding J 
Chine^foreign policy. He was specifically asked why ,he had transmitted 
the information fUmished to him by Kr. WEIiES to Madam^SUTKYArSlH. . 
BPOitDEE stated that the understanding between him and Mr. 1!EU£S was that I 
he was to be pnrraitted to publish the inforaation and that he furnishod it 
to Madame SEN with the hope she KOuld publish it in China, 

Senator HICKE'HOOPER then questioned, the witness regarding the 
change in American foreign policy toward China, asking him if it were not 
so that tte Gociraunlst Party had succeeded in having the American foreign >^ 
policy changed to fit in with their own ideas. Mr. BROWDER stated that |_ 
this was not so but that the State Department had changed it because of 
the necessity la the canyii^ on of Vao war and' that the Comiaunist Party | 
apparently recognlaed the need for this line of action prior to the State 
Deparbnent. He did admit that the Conminist Party policy as advocated was 
substantially incorporated into the pollqr of the United States. U 

Senator HICKESIOOEER then questioned the witness as to whether or 
C'. 'jnot he had ever oonspirad with anycaie or attempted to seoui« the transmittal 
\ iof confidential information from Jnerlcan Government sources to the Soviet 
Ooveriment or agents of that goverrraent. Er. BEDfiXER denied that he ever 
had. He then asked him speoifioallj if he had ever delivered any inf ormationj 
caused to be delivered any information to the Soviet Government or its ' /

agents to which question Mr, BROBDER issued a definite (tenial, 



5ei»tor mCKEIlLOOEEH then questioned him c<«ceming his visit to 
Bossla In 1946 but no tmr JnfoniBtlan regarding bl« trip was developed. 
Ha then oiestloned him about Intematlooal Torld Comnuilsm and his views 
and the views of the Party regarding that sitiiation, but BRORIKR evaded 
the question by stating that the diacusslon would consuae too much ^^^^ 'ffA 
possibly running into years. » . „rononcn 79 ^^£M^L0 
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I He was thsn asked concerning the advocacy of the Comimmist forn 

of government in this country and was questioned es to whether such a 
directive had ever been received fran the Soviet Qovernraont. BROVIDER 
olaimsd that he did not advocate or believe in the Corimunist form of 
government for the United States and that it tias contrary to STAUN's 
policy, stating that STAIIN had only eonteirpt for leaders of another 
countj[y who nould take orders directly from Uoscoir, Senator UXCKSNIiOOFER 
then asked him ho* be reconciled that nitb the UIBSHAL TITO situation in 
Xugoslavla. Mr, BHOBDER did not make any observation in regard to this. 



Going back to his prevloua tei Liaony that while in Russia in 19^, 
3ROi7DER liad cada an agroemcnt with Soviet publishers to prcjota the sals 
of their books in this country, he stated upon questioning from Senator 
HTCK3NL00PER that he had severed this connection with the Soviet publishers 
in July, 1949 . He also denied upon questioning that "he had evur received ^ 
any instructions froo Moscoir on ho» to proceed in accordance with CoinTiiunist L 
Party doctrine and be denied that he bad ev»r cocwuiicated with Russia as \ 
to what position Coimnunists in the United States should take on certain 
issues . He stated he had sought consultation with the Comaunist Party of / 
Russia relative to problems of the world and of America but that he had 
liad no such contact with the Russian Governnent. BROWDER also stated 
these consultations did not amount to a conepira^ but only concerned 
political views and the furtherance of a program for progress. At this 
point BBOWDER pointed oat to the comaittee at the present tine he is not a 
spokesman for aqy organizatl<m and therefore, did not feel be was in « 
position to speak eonoeining the official policies of the Comminlst Far^. 

He was then asked if during his tenure of office in the Camnunist j ' 
Pari?, they had conspired to overthrow the QovenmieQt of the Vnlted States \ ' 
and be denied ttiat such was the case while he was a meid>er or office holder/j 
in the Comunlst Atrtgr. - i 

r Hs was tben qossticoed oonoeml>« his aoqualntanea with tl^^iaS8^< 

and he elaiaed he bad never beard of HISS until FBI ileents oontactsd him I 

/and requested bia to identify • pfaotograpb irtiicb be later learned was thai i 
of ALQER HISS. Hs elalmed prior to this ccntaet, he ns«sr atm nor heard f 
of AiaSR rasS before. Be, upon (josstionlng, also denied that he kns* 
WITXAKEH^SIUUBBHS bat admitted that be did know CHAMBERS was a Comminist 
Partgr mei&er in the earl^ 1920b. He stated tiutt CHUIBBBS had disappeared 
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as far as he knew and he, therefore, surmised he was out of the Party. 
BROSDER then was questioned concerning the receipt of funds, or equivalent 
thereof, from the Cormunist Party of Russia, Russian Government or agents 
of either of these two groups. BROrfflKR stated that in connection with the 
Spanish Civil War, he received funds from sources abroad to help in the 
organization of the International Brigade; homever, he refused to divulge 
■ the identity of the sources of thiese funds since he felt it would possibly 
involTO someone in trouble in the year 1940 over something that bad 
happened in 1937. He catesorically denied he had ever received any funds 
from sources abroad for promoting the Cominist Party program in the United 
States. Vihen asked specifically if he had ever attended aiy conferences 
in the Russian Embassy in Vfashington, D. C, or in any of the Russian 
Consulates, with regard to Comniunist Pariy activities in this country, he , 
claimed that he never had. He admitted upon questioning that he iras ao- 
quainted with FKEEERICK VAlIDSIiBlLT TSIEIC and stated that he first met hia 
in 1941. He denied thtit he had ever seen hiio in the Comimmist Party 
Headquarters In Now York City and denied tliat he ever assigned him to ary 
mission for the Communist Party or for the purpose of engaging in espionage 
activities. In this connection he also stated he had never roqaested any 
one to perform espior^ge activities on behalf of the ComuMnist Party or 
the Russian Governreent, \ v 

He was then asked if he had ever been In contact with one OUPIP - 
Pri»e(Hp*»)« BEOTOER adaitted that he had been in contact with this Indi- 
vidual, the last tljne being when the Chinese Delegation was en route to 
the United Katlona Conferences in San Francisco, California, He refused 
to state what had been discussed at this meeting, stating Ihe nature of • 
the. discussion was highly 6«nf idential. Ha refused to state whether 
JOH^>SERraCS and JOHN CAKIEB^»iHCENT,fere present at this meeting. H« 
also wtused to admit Voiowing PHIUFN{AFBE and would not state whether or 
not be was at the meeting above referred to. BmiiSER claimed he felt he 
should have Ihe permission of the man involved since the discussion oon^ 
cemed probXems of a confidential nature dealing witli the United States 
and that it was Inpoasftle to obtain the permission of the person Involved, 
namely Hr.

With regard to jSipETERS, BBDISDER characterized him as a minor 
I functionary in the Party and stated he had not seen him in the Party circles 
1 for the past few years. Ho denied that he had ever recpiested PETERS to 
1 obtain espionage information for him and also denied he had received inf op- 
' nation from PETEES to engage in espionage activities. He denied he had 
ever received Instructions from axgrone to engage in the gathering of con- 
fidential infoimation contrary to the best interests of the United States. 

Senator HICKSNlOoreR then referred to the pi>9vious testlmoiflr of 
BHOTilER concerning his visit to China ia 1927 and 1928, In answer to 
questioning, BROiSDER stated that at the time he Tas Secretary of the 
Kansas City Trade Union and that while in China during that period ha 
worked very closely with the Chinese Comaiinists , He also stated In 
response to questioning that during the period frcm 1921 to present, ha 
had made about eighteen or twenty trips out of the United States, When 
asked if he had ever declared his official connection with the Conaunist 
Party when re-entering this countiy from these various trips abroad, 
BRCVjlSR stated he bad not and he was not aware of aiv such requirement, 

Khen questioned concerning ELIZABETH TERRIlJS^NTISr, BROHIEE 
stated that he knew her but did not know her as a Communist, only as a 
secretary and employee. Ee claimed not to have any knowledge that aha 
attended asy policy meetings of the Comaiunist Party and that to the best 
of hia knowledge, aba had never received any espionage assignments or 
furnished to him w information of a security nature. He further admitted 
that he knew JACOB\oiX)S, now deceasad, and denied that ho had been present

Kagarding bis trip to Russia la 1946 after bis e^qpulsion from the 
Conmniniat Party, BSA, BfiODDBR stated In answer to a question by Senator 
KtCXENUXJPBR that he had bad a conference witKVH}L0T07 during his stay in 
Uosoow. Ha denied that he had been in contact, liowever, with any leaders 
of the Coraminist Partgr in Koeoov aa sndi, elalning that he bad ool; Men 
WLOTOT and another individaal irtiose naw sounded UjE^USOiacr, Ha elai»sd 
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ha did not vish to name of the other indivlduala with whom he had been \ 
in contact during his visit to Koscow at that tine. j 

WTien asked if he were acquainted with ABjSfLAXER, he stated i» ' 
recognized the name as being that of a union leader but nould not elaborate ■ 
further. He rsfUsed to state^^ whether or nol^iie knew TMXER as a ComimmiEt. j 
Tihen asked if he knew DOHOTBxJiEIffON and a MrJsHAESEN, he refused to answer, I
